I. Opening the 1968 season at home, MHS 
dropped a loss in the final minutes of the game to 
Vincent’s Yellowjackets. Vincent scored early but 
the Bulldogs tied the score on a 65 yard intercep- 
tion return by Wayne Majors.

10 touchdowns. 


III. On Sept. 20, before a standing-room only
